New construction 
during the last few years has been devoted principally to power plant 
installations (TEZ), the forge, and the research and construction sections. 
In order to ebtain more factory space within the compound, the magzagement 
decided to move the construction section, formerly lecated in the 
southwestern part of the factory yard, to the nearby construction site 
outeide of the yard proper. . 


Se The grounds of the Meletov Werks, impressive in size, extend over an 
area of 2.5 x 1.5 Milemeters. With the exception of the extreme western 
part, which still has some open space, the entire area is thickly built

i. The management of the enterprise is in the hands of a civilian director. 
Pew military personnel are to be seen inside the compound, but investi- 
zative commissions visit the plant repeatedly to check on the "ggod 
progress of the preduction workers". <A change in management last took 
place in August 1948, at which time the former mansger is reported to have 
been sent to ferced labor because he refused to lecated and establish the 

research and censtruction sections. At the time of source's assignment 

to the auto works a Russianized German ( apparently Volga German) by the 

name of LieRgott was the chief builder for the plant. He avoided contact 

with the prisoners at all. times. No German contractual or drafted tech- 
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The technical equipment of the factories is not entirely -tandardized. 
Source, who worked in three different parte of the under® eiing, deseribed 
the mechanical spparatuses as follows:

beginning of 1949. The shops of this plant, mostly finished in tiles, 
are the most exemplary ef the whole works. Likewise, the reneare® and 
conatrucsion division is equipped with the latest technical devices. 
Seth dbvisions were moved into spacious buildings tewerisa the end

Seurce, 
theugh aware of the plant's substantial capacity, was unable to give an 
estimate of the nuwber of functioning turbines and the ancunt of power

The two truek ascembly shops, located in the middle of the * Sactery comoound 
and connected to each other by a moving belt, corer a 400 = 200 mater ; 
area. The seuthern building accounte for the pre-assembly scrki the 
northern one presumably takes care of the completed or asseubled trucks. 
Adjacent to the northern building is the truck dispatching square, where 

the cempleted trucks are shipped. 
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The ucter werks, which manufactures engines for trucks ard tanke, is 
equipped with British, German, and American machines, 


The shop for. resesreh-and. construction and for tank manufacture is 4 
Stall "works" in iteelf: 4t ie the model pieces of the Mo’ stor entersrise. 
Preduction get underway in December 1948. The research end eonetruction 
division occupies the seuthern part of the building, anc the northern 
part is deveted to tank production. New auto types are crsated by hand 
befere going into mass production. A tank research section which is 
adjacent to the auto research sectien appears te be accessible tc very 
few persons. During the period of source's labor at the works, a new six: 
cylinder tank, reperted to. carry the type insignia SIMP end a hand» ouilt 
armored recemnaissence vehicle with rubberslined wheels vere completed. 
At the turn ef the year 1948/1949, a new tank type is reported to have 
been developed. A sturdy, four-cylinder “victory vehicle". called the 
"Pebeda" by the Russians, is produced at this plant. It is reperteé that 


& six-cylinder variation is now being produced. Other vehicles manufactured 


were: GAZ 51, a two and one half ten truck with a Lively «ix cylinder 
noter ( this was tied in with tank preduction): GAB 63, 5 somewhat Larger 
truck with two axles and an all-wheel drive. 


According to source, moter preduction was about 200 te 26> mits daily, 
eighty percent of which was allocated for trucks and tweniy percent for 
tanks. ;
